Debra  Winfree 
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Clemson,  winner  of  the  Atlantic  Coast  Conference,  has  matched  to  play  California  in  the  nationally  televised  Citrus  Bowl  on  Hew  Year's  Day. 

As  a  matter  of  fact,  at  least  three  of  Cumberland  University's  former  football  opponents  are  playing  in  major  postseason  bowl  games  this 
year.  Besides  Clemson  the  list  includes  Florida  State  and  of  course  Georgia  Tech. 

For  the  record,  Cumberland  has  beaten  two  of  the  three  and  tied  Clemson  in  the  first  postseason  football  game  played  in  the  South.  The 
event,  to  determine  the  Southern  championship,  was  played  on  Thanksgiving  Day  1903,  and  billed  as  the  Southern  Bowl.  The  game  was 
arranged  by  Coach  John  Helsman  of  Georgia  Tech. 

While  Cumberland  may  have  beaten  Florida  State  and  Georgia  Tech  in  some  years,  history  notes  that  they  certainly  didn't  win  every  time. 

In  1916  on  a  fall  day  in  October,  it  is  recorded  that  Cumberland  University  played  Georgia  Tech  in  Atlanta  and  was  defeated  by  a  score  of  222- 
0,  the  worst  defeat  ever  suffered  by  a  school  in  collegiate  history. 

During  its  almost  150  years,  Cumberland  University  has  had  its  moments  of  glory  both  on  and  off  the  athletic  field. 

Today  the  private,  four-year  co-educational  liberal  arts  university,  has  an  enrollment  of  494  full  time  students,  270  part  time  students  and  35 
graduate  students. 

Its  faculty  of  80  members  boasts  a  student-teacher  ratio  of  about  14  to  1.  Approximately  50  members  of  the  school's  faculty  hold  doctoral 
degrees 

In  the  paragraphs  that  follow,  Dr.  Frank  Bums,  a  Cumberland  alumnus,  former  faculty  member,  historian,  author  and  former  editor  of  this 
newspaper,  outlines  the  school's  distinguished  record:  S^tf 

■     3y  Dr.  Frank  Bums: 

Cumberland  University  was  founded  in  Lebanon,  Tennessee,  in  1842.  Since  then  there  have  been  more  15,000  graduates,  and  even  more 
li  dividuals  who  have  attended  for  at  least  two  school  terms.  More  than  5,000  are  living  today. 

As  recently  as  1971,  only  Harvard  University-had  a  higher  percentage  of  its  graduates  listed  in  "Who's  Who  in  America.'' 

Among  the  graduates  of  Cumberland  are:  A  U.S.  Secretary  of  State,  who  is  called  the  Father  of  the  United  Nations,  and  who  also  received  the 
Nobel  Peace  Prize.  Three  writers  who  received  a  Pulitzer  Prize.  Two  justices  of  the  U.S.  Supreme  Court.  A  justice  of  the  highest  court  of  law  in 
Japan.  A  chief  judge  of  the  U.S.  Court  of  Claims.  More  than  100  members  of  the  U.S.  Mouse  of  Representatives.  More  than  50  college  and 
university  presidents,  nearly  two  dozen  governors  and  U.S.  Senators.  Ministers  and  ambassadors  to  Ecuador,  Finland  and  Brazil.  Seven  general 
officers  of  the  Army.  A  president  of  Rotary  international.  A  president  of  the  national  Association  of  Manufacturers.  A  dean  of  Columbia 
University.  A  founder  of  Sigma  Alpha  Epsilon  fraternity.  The  historian  of  Kappa  Sigma  fraternity.  The  national  secretary  of  the  Knights  of 
Pythias.  The  head  ol  all  the  major  Masonic  bodies  of  Tennessee.  A  noted  American  poet.  A  musician  included  in  the  Walk  of  Stars.  A  finalist  for 
the  riasa  Teacher-in-Space  program.
